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NFL: 


Yes, he groped her 


The league finds that Jameis Winston touched an Uber driver in a “sexual manner.”

TAMPA — Tampa Bay Bucca- 
neers quarterback Jameis Win- 
ston violated the NFL’s per- 
sonal conduct policy by touch- 
ing a female Uber driver in Ari- 
zona in 2016 in an “inappropri- 
ate and sexual manner without 
her consent,” the league stated in 
officially announcing his three- 
game suspension Thursday. 

After denying the allegations

against him for the past seven 
months, Winston released a state- 
ment, saying “I genuinely apol- 
ogize” to the female Uber driver 


he is accused of groping. The 
NFL investigation, citing both 
testimony and evidence such as 
phone records, said her account 
was “consistent and credible.” 

“In the past 2% years, my life 
has been filled with experiences, 
opportunities and events that 
have helped me grow, mature 
and learn, including the fact that 
I have eliminated alcohol from 
my life; Winston wrote.

addition to missing three games, 
Winston, 24, will be required to 
“obtain a clinical evaluation and 
fully cooperate with any recom- 
mended program of therapeu- 
tic intervention.” Failure to do so 
will result in additional punish- 


ment, “including a potential ban 
from the NFL.” 

Winston will miss the first 
three games of the regular season, 
when the Bucs play at the Saints 
and at home against the Eagles 
and Steelers. He had denied any 
wrongdoing when accused in 
November, specifically calling the 
driver’s allegations false.

WATER 
STREET 
MADE FOR 
SHADE 


Developers say what’s 
now sun-baked property 
will become a tree-lined 

urban oasis for Tampa.

TAMPA — Today walking 
across the 50 acres of what 
is destined to become Water 
Street Tampa is an exercise in 
sun protection, like stepping 
onto a heated cookie sheet 
made of asphalt. 

But on Thursday, developers 
with Strategic Property Part- 
ners (SPP) detailed their vision 
for a greener, more shady and 
welcoming Water Street, a 
main thoroughfare with a side- 
walk 45 feet wide and a double 
row of mature live oak trees on 
its eastern side. 

“We are reprioritizing what 
used to drive the design of 
streets,” Gary Hilderbrand, of 
Reed Hilderbrand, the master 
landscape architect for the $3 
billion urban redevelopment 
plan, said in a video produced 
by SPP, a joint venture between 
Tampa Bay Lightning owner 
Jeff Vinik and Cascade Invest- 
ment, the personal wealth fund 
of Microsoft founder Bill Gates. 

“Were channeling the cars — 
giving them less room, having 
them stay less time — and creat- 
ing a whole other type of public 


realm,’ Hilderbrand said. “Now 
we're talking about pedestrians 
as the most important mem- 
bers of the street community.” 

In all, developers plan to 
plant 650 trees, including 
southern live oak, bald cypress 
and two kinds of elm, along 
with 30,000 square feet of land- 
scaped planters and lawns. 

“A key design focus,’ SPP 
chief executive James Nozar 
says of Water Street’s public 
spaces, which were considered 
important enough that they 
were designed before the build- 
ings. One goal: create gathering 
places comfortable enough for 
outdoor dining year-round. 

“We are looking to signifi- 
cantly increase the amount of 
green space,” Nozar said in a pre- 
vious interview, and Water Street 
itself is intended to be “very, very 
wooded from the start” with “as 
large and mature-growth trees 
as we can possibly get.” To do 
that, SPP reserved individual 
trees more than a year ago to 
give them time to grow before 
Water Street’s promenade is fin- 
ished in the fall of 2020. 

“The kind of oak canopy that

5 dead 


A man “prepared to 
shoot people” opens 
fire on journalists 
in Maryland.

ANNAPOLIS, Md. — A gun- 
man opened fire in a newspa- 
per office in Maryland’s capi- 
tal Thursday, killing five peo- 
ple and wounding others 
before being taken into cus- 
tody in what appeared to be 
one of the deadliest attacks 
on journalists in U.S. history, 
police and witnesses said. 

Police said the suspect was 
a white man in his late 30s 
whose rampage at the Capital 
Gazette followed social media 
threats directed at the news- 
paper. Authorities said the 
man entered the building in 
a targeted attack and “looked 
for his victims.” He threw 
smoke grenades and fired a 
shotgun at his victims, accord- 
ing to Anne Arundel County 
Acting Police Chief William 
Krampf. 

“This person was prepared 
today to come in, this person 
was prepared to shoot people. 
His intent was to cause harm,” 
Krampf said. 

Krampf declined to identify 
the suspect but said he was a 
Maryland resident and search 
warrants were being sought 
for his home. 

The Baltimore Sun iden- 
tified the suspect as 38-year- 
old Jarrod W. Ramos. In 2012, 
Ramos filed a defamation law- 
suit against the paper and a 
columnist over a July 2011 
story that covered a criminal 
harassment case against him. 

He brought the suit against 
the columnist, Eric Hartley, 
naming Capital Gazette Com- 
munications and Thomas 
Marquardt, the paper’s former 
editor and publisher, as defen- 
dants. 

A Twitter page in Ramos’ 
name on Thursday featured 
Hartley’s picture as its avatar, 
and a banner image included 
photographs of Marquardt 
and the Capital’s former 
owner Philip Merrill. 

Phil Davis, a reporter who 
covers courts and crime for 
the paper, tweeted that the 
gunman shot out the glass 


door to the office and fired 
into the newsroom, sending 
people scrambling for cover 
under desks. 

“A single shooter shot mul- 
tiple people at my office, some 
of whom are dead,” he wrote. 

Davis added: “There is noth- 
ing more terrifying than hear- 
ing multiple people get shot 
while you're under your desk 
and then hear the gunman 
reload.” 

The attacker had muti- 
lated his fingers in an appar-
